The Students' Society of McGill 
University is an organization of all 
students who pay the universal fee 
for students activities. The so 
ciety is in complete control of all 
student extracurricular activities,

Eight faculty 
representatives, one from each fa> 
culty, and one from R.V.C., are 
elected annually early in December 
and hold office for one year begin- 
ning January 1. There have been 
87 nominations received, of these 
are 21 candidates to fill eight post 
tion on the Council and 62 vacancies 
on the Scarlet Key. Two elections 
to the Council were made by ac- 
clamation. Those so elected were 
James Fitzpatrick of Commerce and 
Herbert M. Buntain of Theology.

Plumbers Argue on National- 
ization oî Arms Manufacture 

Grassby and Kent Success- 
fully Uphold Private 
Control 



DR. GIBBS TO DISCUSS 
"BIOLOGY OF TREES" 



"The only efficient system the 
government possesses is the collec- 
tion of taxes." So contended the 
victorious negative side, composed 
of Grassby and Kent, yesterday, 
when representatives of the Engi- 
neering Debating Society debated 
upon, "Resolved, that the manufac. 
ture of armaments should be nation- 
alized." 

They stressed the inefficiency of 
government controi, citing the re- 
sults of many cases of government 
interference, and exemplifying the 
superiority of private control. "If 
the bridges of this province had 
been privately built and operated, 
as is the case with the San Fran 
cisco Golden Gate Bridge, we 
would not be subjected to such bur- 
densome tolls." 

The vanquished affirmative side, 
Mincgue and Maw, illustrated the 
"two-timing" of the private muni, 
tions factories which dealt with 
both sides ir. war, and pointed out 
that this aspect would be eliminat- 
ed by government control. Equipped 
with graphs, they attempted to 
show to what extent munitions firms 
profited, and asserted that the gov 
ernment, after having saved all this 
money, could utilize it towards so- 
cial welfare.

Two talks on the history of psy- 
chiatry were given before the Osier 
Society at a meeting held in the 
Osier Library last night. P. C. 
Roberts spoke on the "Early His- 
tory of Psychiatry in England," and 
John H. Trevaskis on "The Revolu- 
tion of the Treatment of the Insane 
in the United States." 

Roberts traced psychiatry in Eng- 
land from the establishment of the 
notorious Bethlehem Hospital about 
1247 which later became known as 
"Bedlam." Tremendous cruelties 
were practised on insane patients 
in those days to rid them of the 
devil. 

France was probably first in re 
forming treatment of her lunatics 
through the efforts of M. Pinel, and 
followed shortly by Tuke, Sharles 
worth, Connolly and others in Eng- 
land. The Quakers were foremost 
in lifting restraints from the patient 
and treating him in a rational way. 

John Trevaskis. dealt in more de 
tail with the modern era in giving 
the hisotry of this branch of medi- 
cine in America. The speaker 
sketched the origin and rise of the 
mental hygiene movement and the 
beginnings of the organized drive 
toward the prevention of mental 
disease. 

Three great personalities stand 
out in the story of the mentally 
ill in America, each one pioneering 
along a different line. Benjamin 
Rush made the first efforts to bring 
the study of psychiatry to the level 
of a science. Dorothea Lynde Dix 
campaigned for humane treatment 
of the insane. Clifford Beers, 
launched the organized mental 
hygiene movement, thus bringing 
together scientific and humanitarian 
reform for the benefit of the un- 
fortunate patients.

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Snobbishness 



J7ROM time to time we hear the complaint 
that college students are snobs. The 
grievance is voiced by both the non-uni- 
versity man and the serious college student 
.or graduate. The demonstration of this 
vice takes many and varied forms, but in 
the final analysis the causes are the same. 
It is time that we thought a little more 
seriously about the merits of these causes. 

The average university student feels 
that after many years of study and prepar- 
ation for a university career he is entitled 
to a certain amount of consideration by 
virtue of his admittedly superior attain- 
ment. He .believes, with the psychologist, 
' that a certain definite intelligence is an es- 
sential towards the attainment of univer- 
sity status. This higher intelligence entitles 
him to mix in what may be termed the up- 
per strata of intellectual society. He con- 
sequently expects a certain minimal amount 
\ of respect from those less fortunate than 
himself in the matter of gifedness. 

Such an attitude must not be encour- 
aged. We should not lose sight of the fact 
that "many a flower is born to blush un- 
seen", and that many people who might be 

• mentally qualified to attend the university 
have not the means to do so. We might fall 
into the habit of looking upon them as be- 

i ings of an inferior mental capacity. The 
dangers inherent in such a practice are evi- 
dent. 

On the other hand it is just as inadvis- 
able to .advocate wholesale hobnobbing of 
university students with every Tom, Dick 
and Harry. The stamp of a university, be 
it ever so humble, carries with it a certain 
undeniable degree of prestige which must 

• be preserved. True, the university student 
. must come into' contact with the people who 

make up the greater community and share 
in their problems, that is his raison d'etre 

■ -to help them solve these problems, and 
incidentally his own, — but he must never 
lose his objectivity by fostering the type 
of familiarity which might, in the end, 
breed contempt for him and his ilk. 

We should not like to reiterate the old 
adages about striking a happy medium, 

■ although they bear repetition. It may, 
however, be good practice for the university 
student and graduate to get to know his 
fellow men as well as possible without los- 
ing sight of the fact that his university 
training has placed upon him the respon- 
sibility of leadership. It is all well and 
good for the President of the United States 
to go about kissing farmers' babies in the 
rural districts of Nebraska, but he does not 
xnak% a - practice of inviting those same 
farmers to everjr JVMe House reception, 



THE BOOKSHELF 



GUNS OR BUTTER, by R. H. Bruce Lockhart; 
McClelland and Stewart Ltd., Toronto, 1938; 
pp. 372; S3.50. 

When this book was written Mr. Lockhart 
may not have intended it to serve any specific 
purpose aside from that ol recording his tra- 
vels in Central and Southern Europe. Never- 
theless, in the light of recent events, It proves 
to be an impassioned plea on behalf of Great 
Britain. Although the countries which Lock- 
hard describes are situated in the central and 
southeastern parts of Europe, we can read be- 
tween the lines of the book a clear indication 
that the author tried to relate his travels direct- 
ly to British policy in Europe. The oft-repeated 
plea that "Britain must be strong", bears out 
the assumption. 

Whatever our ideas of the Balkan states 
may be, Mr. Lockhart attempts to paint 
for us a rosy picture of a group 'of peace-loving 
nations living in harmony on the peninsula. In 
spite of the apparent suspicions which fill Bal- 
kan politics, Mr. Lockhart would have the read- 
er believe that goodwill is the prime mover of 
kings and statesmen in that troubled pond .of 
Europe. The author likes the Balkan states and 
their peoples, and he makes no secret of his 
love; he flaunts it at the slightest pretext. The 
The general effect is that of an attempt on Mr. 
Lockhart's part to convince the Europeans that 
Britain is their best friend, and to convince the 
British that their only salvation lies in being 
friendly to these peoples. Time after time he 
repeats his conviction that Britain must extend 
her sphere of dominance into the Balkans. 

Much less space is devoted to descriptions 
of the Scandinavian and Central European 
countries. The author likes the Scandinavians, 
and he leaves it at that. In Central Europe he 
pauses to analyze a difficult situation— the Czech 
Problem. Some of his conclusions are very 
sagacious, whereas others seem rather queer in 
the light of the Munich agreements. Mr. Lock- 
hart is obviously afraid of antagonizing the 
Germans. He treats the Nazi problem with an 
undue amount of delicacy, but his innate sense 
of fairness does not permit him to condone 
Naziism in the full sense of the word. He likes 
the apparent revival of the German spirit in- 
cidental to the marshalling of the German war 
machine, but he dislikes the unnecessary atroci- 
ties and digressions which seem to be the chief 
pastime of Nazi chiefs. 

Written in a clear and forceful style, by a 
man who has had a wide range of experience 
in European politics, GUNS OR BUTTER is 
undoubtedly a document worth the intelligent 
reader's attention. However, the intelligent 
reader will find himself disagreeing with some 
of the assumptions which Mr. Lockhart deems 
it necessary to set forth. The fact that Mr. 
Lockhart knew, and spoke to, many of the most 
important men in contemporary European poli 
tics makes this book of singular importance. We 
maintain, however, that to eulogize about most 
European countries and their policies at this 
stage of the game seems rather incongruous.

THE SEVEN SOVIET ARTS. By Kurt London. 
Translated from the German by E. S. 
Bensinger. New Haven: Yale University 
Press, 1938. 

With an intimate first-hand knowledge of 
Russia and its cultural background, Dr. London, 
a German writer, once a Weimar intellectual, 
now a citizen of the world, attempts to give an 
impartial account of the advantages and disad 
vantages of the new system of cultural policy 
and at the same time an insight into the in 
tellectual situation in the first Socialist Empire 
the world has seen. To this knowledge, gained 
by personal investigation in the U.S.S.R., is add- 
ed a' sincere devotion to the arts and a politi 
cally-unbiased attitude toward the present-day 
situation in the Soviet Union. 

The author writes primarily for readers 
whose interests are not limited to politics and 
economy, who are curious to learn about the 
intellectual and cultural growth of a new world, 
and the result is a well documented, authorita 
tive, critical but very interesting survey of the 
cultural Organization and Artistic Principles of 
the new society; the Traditional Arts: Contem 
porary Arts; and the Children and the Arts. 

Realizing that when men are uneducated 
there can be no cultural life, the fight against 
illiteracy has been the most urgent task,— With 
the idea of socialism as the common principle 
to which all national cultures of the Union 
aspire, the intellectual and artistic life of the 
U.S.S.R. have gone through systematic regula- 
tion. 

Dr. London, very clearly outlines the organi- 
zation, of which the nucleus is the Central Art 
Committee, founded in 1936, with its main de- 
partments: Music, Theatre and Beaux Arts. Al- 
though the C.A.C. is the authority which de- 
cides the policy of production and reproduction 
of art the individual specialist associations are 
the pillars on which the Committee rests. These 
are not coirfpulsory nor are they trade unions 
but rather "creative" organizations which pro- 
vide for their members in many ways; an ex- 
ample of which is founding of houses for 
artists— The House of Composers, House of Ar- 
tistic Iniative. House of Writers. Much can be 
learned from this system even in Capitalistic 
countries for activities in similar institutions 
in the West are equally inadequate both in 
creative and financial aspects. 

Music, literature, theatre, opera, ballet, fine 
arts are applied, fashion and architecture with 
their leading personalities are all thoroughly 
and open-mindedly dealt with; as are also the 
contemporary arts— film, radio, gramophone— 
the young arts which' are so very important for 
the purpose of instruction and enlightenment. 
"It has been said that two things in the U.S.S.R. 
are in the state of perfection— the Red Army 
and the children" and here, in Russia, the chil- 
dren have the right and opportunity to advance 
to the highest intellectual position. Through, 
creche, kindergarten and school instruction in 
all the arts is carefully systematized. Libraries, 
toyshops, buildings for budding technicians, the 
Bubnov Central House of Artistic Training of 
Children, film factories, children's theatres are 
all concerete evidence of this system. The story 
of the founding of the first permanent chil 



dren's theatre by a fifteen-year-old girl, whose 
guiding principle was "Children must be shown 
great art", reads like a fairy tale. "This grow- 
ing generation of Soviet youth, the luckiest in 
the world, is the proper soil from which should 
flower in the next Half -century the most in- 
dividual minds of the future." 

A government which promotes art as part 
of its political program and assigns it to equal 
rights with politics and economics can be proud 
of its intellectual standard and, with ten to 
twenty years more of undisturbed development 
the Soviet people will have outstripped West- 
ern standards of education and mental capacity. 
Two qualifications must be made: the terrible 
positions of artists who are not willing to sing 
to the tune called by Stalin, and the regular 
production required of them, which together 
may mean the final undoing of creative genius. 
However, when the Union has passed through 
its adolescent stages it may be time enough for 
original development and the "free expression 
of opinion" slogan may become â reality. The 
Soviet Union may be proud of the trail it has 
blazed out, says Dr. London, should not neglect 



the well-meant criticism of friends. — F. T.

SUSANNAH AT BOARDING SCHOOL, by' 
Muriel Denison. Dodd, Mead & Company, 
New York 1938. Price $2.00. 
With every newspaper reminding us that 
there are very few shopping days left till Christ- 
mas, most of us are busy listing the presents" 
we have to give. For the little sister of the 8-12 
age we would like to suggest Muriel Denison's 
SUSANNAHAT BOARDING SCHOOL, for this 
charming 'story of Susannah of the Mounties 
should delight every little girl. 

Sue Winston, who has led a free and easy 
life in Western Canada, finds herself in a prim 
and proper boarding school in England, where 
she is taught how to behave like a lady, and 
where her "gee whiz's" aren't received with 
much enthusiasm. But it's not really as bad as 
it sounds, for she soon finds out that school is 
what you make of it, and being a very lively 
little person, she makes it most enjoyable. 

The story takes place in the Victorian era, 
when, we are led to believe, girls were quite 
different— they were little ladies. Nevertheless, 
we find that Sue and her friends, who bobbed 
as Her Majesty's carriage rolled by, are just 
the same as the giggling, prank-playing misses 
of the present day. 

Muriel Denison has the same rare charm 
as Kenneth Grahame, in that she sees things 
from the point of view of a child. She is able 
to sympathize with very young people, and 
write a book to their taste. 

Although SUSANNAH AT BOARDING 
SCHOOL is a .tale of further adventures of this 
lovable little girl, those meeting her for the 
first time will feel as if they've known her all 
their lives. —J. J.

THE GEOGRAPHY OF READING; a study of 
the distribution and status of libraries in 
the United States, by Louis R. Wilson. Am- 
erican Library Association and University 
of Chicago. Press; 1938. 481 pages. 
The American public library as an institu- 
tion of broad social significance is expertly 
studied In this graphic analysis of reading in 
the United States. First of all an inventory 
of library resources in respect to location, to 
number of volumes, to support from local, state 
and federal government, to actual use by the 
population and to library facilities other than 
the public libraries, is made for each of the 
48 states. This is followed by a survey of com- 
munity factors related to libraries such as book 
stores, rental libraries, magazine and newspaper 
circulation, the prevalence of radio, moving 
pictures and automobiles, and educational facili- 
ties for adults as well' as in the public schools, 
in order to find out their relationship to the de- 
velopment of libraries. 

The result of these two studies leads to the 
discovery that there is a parallel distribution 
of libraries and other cultural organizations in 
each state but that the distribution of these 
facilities is very unequal in different parts of 
the country as a whole. It is important in order 
to draw any conclusions, to find out why these 
inequalities exist and the third part of the book 
is concerned with a scrutiny of such casual 
factors as geography, population and its econo- 
mic ability, philanthropy and attitudes toward 
reading. After deducting that "the library be- 
comes a ready index by which to measure the 
standard of living, or as a sensitive thermo- 
meter, it serves to register the cultural temper- 
ament of many areas in America," there follows 
a group of recommendations for effecting great- 
er equality of library resources throughout the 
nation. Here is emphasized the great signifi- 
cance of reading in all parts of the country so 
that the development of the whole nation be 
assured. 

Why the Carnegie Foundation chose Dr. 
Wilson, librarian, educationalist, and sociologist 
to direct this monograph in the University of 
Chicago Studies in Library Science, is evident. 
The competent way in which the material is 
assembled, the many excellent maps and tables 
interpreted, and the liveliness of the comments 
together with the fine judgment which is con- 
tained 'in the measures proposed to remedy the 
situation discovered, show an unusual master 
of knowledge and technique. 

In addition to the merits of the study itself, 
this book should make a contribution to Library 
Science in its method of presentation. A great 
deal of hitherto scattered data is assembled in 
a form which research workers would do well 
to follow, so that similar studies, small or large 
may benefit by really comparable statistics for 
which the maps and tables' here given might 
serve as a basis. 

Beyond the immediate scope, the study of 
the "reading pattern" of the United States, this 
work should also be of interests to students in 
many related fields. 

And finally, were a similar survey made for 
Canada, what sort of impression, we wonder, 
would the maps and figures convey? Will the 
time ever come when our people are sufficiently 
aroused to endorse and support a much needed 
public library programme in our particular 
Province? >— P, G.p, _

LOVE FROM A STRANGER by 
Agatha Christie. Adapted by Frank 
Vosper. Presented by the M.R.T. 
At Victoria Hall, November 29-De- 
cember 3. 

When mystery novels are adapted 
for the stage the result is not al- 
ways a happy one owing to the fact 
that a good deal of the thrill in a 
mystery novel lies in the descrip- 
tive passages, while the play must 
of necessity confine itself to dia- 
logue alone. Thus It often happens 
that the play becomes an emascu- 
lated version of the book. Such 
seems to be the case with LOVE 
FROM A STRANGER, an adapta- 
tion of Agatha Christie's story, 
which was presented by the M.R.T. 
at Victoria Hall last Tuesday. 

If the first two acts of the play 
were half as powerful and exciting 
as the third, then the M.R.T. would 
an almost perfect mystery play, as 
far as mystery plays go, which, in 
this column's opinion, is not very 
far. For two acts nothing much 
happens and the element of sus- 
pense, which must be of a high or 
der in this kind of play, does not 
arise with sufficient intensity until 
the last act. When it does enter the 
picture it compensates to a consid- 
erable extent for the tediousness of 
the preliminary acts. 

LOVE FROM A STRANGER Is 
concerned with the dark deeds of a 
pleasant mannered, charming gen- 
tleman who has a tremendous fas 
cination for women, and can, after 
the briefest acquaintance, induce 
them to marry him. The fact that 
his attentions are invariably confin- 
ed to women with money is of par- 
ticular significance. In this case, the 
woman in question has just won a 
sweepstakes, is. reluctant to marry 
her fiance of several years' stand- 
ing, meets tne fascinating stranger, 
and, swept off her feet by his charm, 
she marries him. They go to live 
in the country and there, as time 
passes, strange and significant things 
occur which make it appear that all 
is not well with the handsome 
stranger. He becomes irritable and 
at times wholly irrational. Finally, 
he reveals himself for what he is... 
a maniacal murderer who marries 
women, gets them to turn over 
their money to him and then mur- 
ders them in a dark cellar. 

Unfortunately it has taken the 
playwright two whole acts of dull 
dialogue and scant action to estab- 
lish this much, and the play does 
not really get under way and be- 
come as exciting and tense as a 
mystery thriller should be until the 
third act. In spite of the fact that 
this last act is really excellent in its 
way, I am afraid it comes a little 
too late in the evening to make 
LOVE FROM A STRANGER a sat- 
isfying experience. 



To Filmore Sadler, as the psycho- 
pathic killer go the acting honors 
for his handling of a difficult role. 
It is a part that requires subtle 
transitions to bring out the full hor- 
ror values of the play, and Mr. Sad- 
ler portrayed the gradual change 
from an affable, charming gentle- 
man to a homicidal maniac with 
great skill and excellent control. 
Marjorie Sadler, as the chosen vic- 
tim, was equally admirable. Others 
in the cast were Kenneth Culley, 
Tim Whalen, Margaret Capreol and 
Robert Watt. , 

The M.R.T. can do much better 
than this. I wonder why they don't.
